Hospital. Immediately upon 
closing, the blood will be taken 
to Miami from which point it 
will be flown to Sharpe and 
Donn Laboratories in Philadel- 
phia for processing. 

Roberts said that the unit is 
now on its second round of 
county communities, and that 
Belle Glade will be the first to 
be repeated.

“Since the unit was here last 
time it has streamlined its sys- 
tem, and it will now be able to 
handle crowds quickly and ef- 
ficiently.”

According to medical reports 
it is safe for a person to donate 
blood every six weeks. The unit 
was here about the middle of 
Oct. which allows a margin for 
safety for repeaters, Roberts 
said. .

Guard Unit 
Brings $16,625 
ito Area In 1951 


Funds Expended By Unit Here 
Furnished by State And 
National Levels 


The annual financial report 
of Company. E 211 Infantry, 
Florida National Guard com- 
piled by Jack Rashley, admin- 
istrative officer, shows that the 
unit brought $16,624.93 of feder- 
al and state funds into the im- 
mediate area during 1951.+ 

A breakdown shows that $1 
220.50 was paid the men and 
officers for participation in 
Army drills From this, salar- 
ies were paid to 45 men in the 
Belle Glade area and to 24 in 
Clewiston, Pahokee and Canal 
Point areas. 

The state alloted the unit 
$500 for maintenance which was 


and other necessary equipment 
and materials. The report 
showed that $3,224.88 was spent 
for the salary of Jack Rashley, 
administrative assistant, and 
that $1,680 went for the salary 
f а care taker who was hired 
for part of the year. The lat- 
ter expense has been eliminated, 
Rashley said, 

The annual report is sent in 
every year to Mark W. Lance, 
Adjutant General of Florida, 
St. Augustine. 

In addiiton to the monies 
which the unit brings into the 
area, the National Guard of- 
fers a list of advantages to the 
community. 

The unit is available for im- 
mediate action in event of local 
disaster or riot, but to date it 
has only been called into action 
during one hurricane disaster. 

Pointed out as one of the 
Guards most important services 
is the offering of military train- 
ing to men on the home front. 

Minimum quota of the unit 
has been set at 51 men, and the 
unit is currently conducting а 
recruiting campaign to- main- 
tain its required membership. 
Recruiting is now limited to 
men between the ages of 17 
and 18'2 who are in a deferred 
classification, Rashley said.

really love mankin: 

From the nature of our world today, it is apparent that the 
thoughts which produce actions on a grand scale come from 
men who really have no love for man. Ours'is an age in which 
too many are paying too much attention to the ephemeral crea- 
tions of the mind of man and too few too little to man himself, 

We believe more strongly in the graduated circles of self- 
importance, the widening rings of governmental importance, in 
personalities and systems, terms, names, labels, entities of mind 
without materiality than we do in the miraculous human crea- 
ture.

DEVICE TO MEASURE 
MOISTURE CONTENT 
OF SOIL INVENTED 


A water picnometer designed 
to provide Florida farmers a 
quick, 
method for determining soil 
moisture content for irrigation 
control has been developed by 
Dr. Luther C. Hammond and S. 
N. Edson, soils professors in 
the University of Florida Col- 
lege of Agriculture. 

Many devices for determining 
when to irrigate have been 
placed on the market, but all 
have been too expensive, too 
complicated, or they just would 
not work under Florida climatic 
and soil conditions. 

The simple device developed 
by the Florida scientists consists. 
of a 2-liter cylinder, a calibrat- 
ed spring scale, and a stand. 
Its operation is based upon the 
water and mineral soils. 

Operators merely have to add 
1,000 grams of soil and stir 
while filing the rest of the 
cylinder with water. When the 
cylinder is then hung on the 
scale the needle swings around 
and stops on either a green, 
yellow, or red marking. 

Green indicates. an ample 
moisture supply, yellow means 
that irrigation will soon Ье 
needed, and red denotes a critic- 
ally low moisture supply in the 
soil. 


The scale is calibrated in 
three sections to accurately 
measure moisture supply in 
clays, loams, and sands, 


No special training is neces- 
sary to operate the picnometer, 
since all complicated calibra- 
tions have been worked out and 
incorporated into the scale dial 
by the two soil men. 

The instrument is not yet 
available to Florida farmers, 
but will be on the market as 
soon as a patent is obtained and 
manufacturing contracts are let. 


FARMERS ARE URGED TO 
KEEP AN EYE ON COSTS 
OF PRODUCTION IN 1952 


Make allowances for rising 
costs in planning the farm op- 
eration for 1952, Florida farm- 
ers are reminded by economists 
of the University of Florida 
Agricultural Extension Service. 
In 1951 farm production costs 
were about 12 percent above 
last year. In 1952 they seem 
likely to go up maybe another 
5 percent. 

| With a high level of produc- 
tion, farmers will use a lot of 
higher-priced labor, economists 
Point out, and miaybe a little 
more fertilizer at higher prices. 
Farm machinery is expected to 
continue at this year's high 
prices or possibly go up moder- 
ately. In general, farmers will 
need more machinery and may 
buy as much as they can get. 
Prices of building materials, 
feed, seeds and pest killers will 
continue high early in 1952. AII 
in all, farmers may buy more 
goods and services and pay more 
for them, lit is believed by Clyde 
Murphree, assistant economist. 
Rising costs these past few 
years have forced’ many farm- 
ers to take on more debt, espec- 
ially production debt for things 
other than real estate. "With the 


[prospect for further increases 


in 1952, farmers' debts seem 
likely to rise still more Mr. Mur- 
phree says. They could accum- 
ulate far enough to put serious 
claims on farmers’ future in- 
come. 

With this sitüation in mind, 
the economist holds up a warn- 
ing hand. They signal farmers 
to proceed with caution. Cut 
costs where you can. Operate 
the farm as efficiently аз you 
can figure out. Efficient opera- 
tion—always desirable — will 
pay well in the year ahead, they 
say. 


CUNHA RECOMMENDS 
HIKING SLAUGHTER 
WEIGHT OF CATTLE 


Although they have greatly 
expanded their cattle herds dur- 
ing the past decade, Florida 
farmers are not yet producing 
as much beef as the state con- 
sumes, according to Dr. Т. J. 
Cunha of the University of 
Florida Agricultural Experi- 
ment Stations. 

"Florida's population has in- 
creased 46 percent düring the 
past 10 years, and its meat con- | 


inexpensive, and easy | 


sumption per capita also has in- | 
creased, so there’s still a rather! 
wide gap between the amount | —— 
of beef we produce and 
amount we consume,” Dr: cum | 
ha pointed out. 

To increase beef production, 
the Experiment Station work-! 
ег récommended producing j 
larger feed crops, expanding 
improved pastures, and raising 
cattle to heavier weights before 
sending them to market. "The 
calves we sell are heavier than 
the national average; but the 
weight of mature cattle is light- 
er than the average for the 
country as a whole. The national 
average.weight of cattle for 
slaughter is about 956 pounds, 
while the average for our cat- 
tle is 735 pounds. The average 
weight of our slaughter calves 
is 272 pounds, as compared with 
the national ‘average of 205 
pounds. By feeding our cattle 
out to heavier weights, we can 
increase our beef production,” 
the Experiment Station animal 
husbandman said. 

To raise cattle to heavier 
weights will require increased 
feed production and more acres 
of improved pastures, and Dr. 
Cunha urged Florida farmers to 
make strong efforts along this 
line in 1952. 

The Experiment Station 
worker also recommended that 
farmers strive to increase the 
weight and improve the quality | 
of their hogs this year. Good 
pastures, increased feed produc- 
tion, and use of purebred boars 
only in herds are some of the 
ways of accomplishing these ob- 
jectives. 


BAD DOG SIGN PROTECTS 
CANINE OWNERS SUPREME 
COURT RULES RECENTLY

of Florida says it's just your 
hard luck. You ought to believe 
in signs. The law gives the dog 
owner protection against suits 
by visitors who make the mis- 
take of not reading or not be- 
lieving such signs. So declared 
the court in dismissing a lower. 
court action awarding a judg 

ment of $3,500 to S. Barr Ber- 
man because he was bitten by 
a dog owned by Marie Romph, 
although a sign "Beware of 
Dogs" was plainly visible in the 
Romph yard.
